It was pointed out 
that the referees should sign all dis- 
qualified targets and all possible 
record targets on the reverse side or 
on the backer where backer is re- 
quired. 

The mandatory spot check of rifle 
weight and rests was discussed. All 
present must be checked at some 
time during the tournament. 

The placement of wind flags was 
voted to be placed on the agenda. 

The question of ear muffs prevent- 
ing the shooter from hearing the 
commands was raised. 

Several suggestions for lights, flags, 
etc., were received. The visible clock 
seemed to be the best answer. 

Some of the additional items 
brought out were: 


—Rumors should be laid to rest 
immediately.

The Ohaus scale company has just 
announced a new model of their 
compact powder scales that should 
be very well received by handload- 
ers and benchrest shooters. Their 
Model 1010 is at first glanee similar 
to its predecessor, the Model 1005, 
and is a completely compact self- 
contained unit readily transportable. 
The newest version has several 
features not only new to Ohaus but 
new innovations apparently designed 
with the handloader in mind. 

The 1010 comes with a clear plas- 
tic cover which protects the compo- 
nents from dust and dampness but 
the big news is the ‘approach to 
weight’ feature. How many times 
have you trickled powder into the 
pan only to have the beam bounce 
to the top peg and you either have 
to take kernels of powder out or 
start over. The Ohaus people have 
designed a tiny lifter spring which 
will cause the beam to move upward

as you approach the set weight but 
before you pass it. As soon as the 
beam rises you have your first warn- 
ing and can slow down the addition 
of powder until the beam rises into 
the actual area of measurement at 
which time the excellent magnetic 
damper takes over while you com- 
plete adjustment of the charge. 
Also new on the Ohaus 1010 is 
the fine adjustment for readings in 
grains and tenths of grains. The 
poise is rotated on a screw and works 
exactly like reading your microme- 


ters. The single grain hash marks 
are arranged vertically and the tenth 
of a grain marks horizontally around 
the barrel of the poise. This seems 
a very desirable feature and includes 
a nylon locking screw so the fine 
reading can be ‘locked in’ which will 
prevent shifting of the poise through 
repeated use. If you have ever 
weighed a dozen charges only to 
find that the poise has been knocked 
a half grain or so away from the 
original setting you’ll readily ap- 
preciate this unique feature. Price 
of the Ohaus 1010 scale in spite of 
the new innovations remains the 
same at $24.75 which with all its 
features has to make it one of the 
most desirable buys on the market 
for precision handloading today. 
* * * 


At one time or another I’ve tried 
about every device known for clean- 
ing primer pockets and some with- 
out the least bit of success. Having 
settled for a square ground screw- 
driver some years ago I looked ask- 
ance at John Dewey’s ‘Crocagator’ 
as just another gadget. Guess it was 
near a week before I thought to try 
it and shooters I have news for you 

. at has to be the slickest thing yet 
for cleaning primer pockets quickly, 
easily and safely. The latter is a 
point often overlooked but in bench- 
rest shooting where it is not at all 
uncommon to have cases fired two 
and three hundred times over a 
season, I’ve seen primer pockets cut 
almost completely through or worn 
in the shape of a funnel from con- 
stant scrubbing with the various de- 
vices including my aforementioned 
ground screwdriver blade. 


The ‘Crocagator’ is hardened steel, 
fits the pockets well preventing mis- 
alignment and is checkered on the 
end in such a way that the slightest 
pressure will completely remove the 
grime and residue from the primer 
pocket. Our hats off to John Dewey 
for a well designed gadget that will 
do its job and last a lifetime.

The High Power Rifle 
National Match Course 


The coming of spring means a big 
change for many rifle shooters. The 
smallbore gallery rifle has been 
greased and put away until next fall, 
and as soon as the weather is warm 
enough the high power rifle comes 
off the rack. 


High power national match course 
shooting is a popular form of sum- 
mer shooting for many recreational 
shooters in the United States. This 
month, I thought I would focus our 
attention on this game. Even though 
this particular shooting sport grew 
directly from older military small- 
arms training courses, the bolt-gun 
or match rifle version of this game 
is now as civilian as apple pie is 
American. 

To take a closer look at the high 
power course, I would like to take 
a mythical bolt-gun hard holder and 
follow him through a national match 
course. This should give us a good 
opportunity to consider the actions 
and techniques that add up to 
championship high power shooting. 

Our “hard-holder” always makes 
it a point to arrive at the range 45 
minutes to an hour before the match 
starts. He knows that in high power 
shooting, more shooting is done be- 
hind the line before the first shot is 
ever fired than in any other kind 
of shooting. Once he arrives at the 
range the first thing he does, of 
course, is to sign in and pick up his 
squadding. 

The next thing he does is get his 
equipment out of the car because 
he wants to have plenty of time to 
get ready. He takes his rifle out of 
the case, runs a dry patch through 
the bore. In contrast to smallbore 
shooters, many big bore marksmen 
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leave the sights on their rifles to 
cut down on the possibility of zero 
changes when sights are removed 
and replaced each day. Our hard- 
holder checks over his rifle to be 
sure the sights are tight. He may 
also reset his action screws with his 
torque wrench. 

This shooter has learned through 
experience that he often has to carry 
his gear from a parking lot behind 
the 600 yard line to the 200 yard line 
to begin the offhand stage, so he has 
arranged his equipment so that it 
can all be carried in one trip. His 
rifle is slung over his shoulder in a 
canvas case. All of his equipment 
is carried in his shooting stool in 
one hand while his mat and scope 
are carried in the other. 


Hard-holder tries to arrive at the 
200 yard firing line at least 30 
minutes before his relay is scheduled 
to start. As soon as he gets to the 
ready line he begins to get ready for 
the offhand stage. He takes his glove, 
ammo, and scorebook out of his stool. 
He calculates his zero and adjusts 
his sights. If the wind is blowing, 
he will also figure out what wind 
correction he wants to fire the first 
shot with and puts that correction 
on the rifle. If he has not done so 
already, he will put a post insert in 
his front sight because he has learned 
that the post gives him more con- 
sistent offhand performances in all 
conditions. 


One of the reasons that our hard- 
holder, like most other high power 
shooters, likes to get to the line early 
is to give him time for a bull session 
or two with some of his shooting 
friends. They feel this fellowship 
is an important part of shooting. 
Besides, they probably want to find 
out how they have been doing in 
other matches or what they are do- 
ing differently with their equipment 
and ammunition. 

When hard-holder sees that the 
relay ahead of him has about five 
minutes left to fire, he puts on his 
shooting jacket and glove, places his 
ammo in his pocket and gets ready 
to move up to the line. He knows 
that the three-minute preparation 
period he will get on the line has 
been misnamed and that to take best 
advantage of it, all his preparation 
to fire should be done before he gets 
to the line. 

When his relay is called, he im- 
mediately moves to the line. The 
first thing he does is pick out a flat 
spot for his feet just to the right of 
his numbered firing point stake. If 
he can’t find a perfectly level spot, 
he tries to find a spot where his 


heels are slightly lower than the 
balls of his feet and where the for- 
ward foot is higher than the rear 
foot. Once his feet are in place for 
standing, he sets his spotting scope 
down and focuses it on his target. 
He may also set his stool ahead of 
him so he can use it as a rifle rest. 

As soon as the range officer starts 
the three-minute preparation period, 
hard-holder begins to dry fire to 
settle down his hold and work out 
his trigger timing. This to him is 
the real purpose of the preparation 
period. During the preparation peri- 
od, he has to decide how much the 
wind is affecting his hold and how 
good he will be able to try to make 
his shots. If the wind is different 
from the sight setting he has already 
put on his rifle he will also change 
this adjustment. 


After five or six dry shots, the 
time is up and the range officer be- 
gins the range commands to start the 
firing. Hard-holder loads his rifle 
and then starts his stopwatch when 
the command “ready on the firing 
line” is given. When the targets 
come up, he is already putting the 
rifle to his shoulder for his first 
shot. 


If sighters are allowed, hard-hold- 
er always takes them in standing 
position, because he knows he can 
relate the shot location to his calls, 
and because he doesn’t want to waste 
precious time changing from sitting 
to standing position to start his 
record shots. 

Hard-holder fires his first shot 
offhand and makes a quick mental 
analysis of his call and performance 
as he lowers the butt of the rifle to 
rest on his stool or hip. He quickly 
reloads his rifle while the target is 
still in the pits, because he wants to 
save as much time as possible to 
work on each shot. Although many 
of the older shooters on the line sit 
down after each shot, he never sits 
down because it takes extra time and 
energy to sit and stand back up after 
each shot. 


When the target comes back up he 
quickly notes whether the spotter is

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where he called the shot. If not, he 
makes a sight change and gets ready 
to fire the next shot. Once he is 
sure of his zero, he will start to put 
the rifle into position just as soon as 
the target starts up and will check 
the location of the spotter just before 
he puts his head on the stock to fire 
the shot. 

After each shot he checks his stop- 
watch to see if his pace is too slow 
or too fast. He wants to average 
about 50 seconds a shot so that if he 
does have trouble, or delayed target 
service, he will have a little extra 
time. 


Hard-holder never writes in his 
scorebook while he is shooting. That 
takes too much time and would cause 
him to bend down out of position 
after every shot. He keeps his shot 
group centered, not by plotting his 
group in a scorebook, but by adjust- 
ing his sights to keep his shots going 
on call. 

As soon as he fires his last shot, 
he signs his score card and moves 
his gear back of the firing line. Be- 
fore he does anything else, he gets 
out his scorebook and writes down 
the zero he finished firing with as 
well as any wind correction he used.

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He may not use his scorebook to plot 
slowfire shots, but he does use it to 
calculate and record his zeroes. 


Hard-holder’s preparation for the 
rapid fire sitting stage also begins 
20-30 minutes before his relay is 
scheduled. He must change to a ring 
front sight insert, get out his sling 
and glove, and load his clips. He 
always loads an extra clip for emer- 
gencies which he hopes he never has 
to use. 

Hard-holder also resets his sights 
for the sitting position. In his score- 
book he has written down the zero 
settings he has used the last few 
times he has fired sitting. He has 
figured out what the elevation wind- 
age change from standing to sitting 
was for each of those days. If his 
zero for the standing position he just 
finished is different from normal, he 
must decide whether to use his old 
sitting zero or to put his standard 
change onto what he just finished 
with in standing. Our hard-holder 
knows that using his standard change 
is normally a more reliable way to 
keep his groups in the center. 


When the relay ahead of his is 
firing its last sitting stage, hard- 
holder puts his jacket, sling and 
glove on and gets ready to move up 
to the firing line again. Just as soon 
as the range officer indicates that 
he can take his place, he moves up, 
picks out a level spot on which to 
locate his position, rolls out his mat 
and sets out each of the pieces of 
equipment he will need. Everything 
he uses including his scope, stool, 
scorebook, and ammunition has a 
special place. 


He gets into position and moves 
his body around until the natural 
point of aim of his position is point- 
ed right at his target. If the targets 
are higher or lower than at his home 
range, he will make a sling and fore- 
end stop adjustment. He likes to be 
ready to start dry-firing when the 
three-minute preparation period be- 
gins and always runs through one or 
two ten shot dry sequences to re- 
hearse his timing and trigger control. 


During the last minute of the 
preparation period, hard-holder likes 
to just sit quietly and mentally re- 
hearse the rapid fire sequence he 
will fire. He tries to fix in his mind 
exactly how he will go about firing 
each shot, what his hold will look 
like, how he will pull the trigger, 
how he will control his rifle, and 
how he will reload and recover for 
the next shot. Mental preparation 
to him is one of the keys to firing 
good rapid fire scores. 
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When the firers are told to rise, 
hard-holder makes a quick recheck 
of the wind and changes the sights 
if he thinks the wind is now differ- 
ent. He wants to check his sights 
again anyway, just to make sure he 
has his sitting zero on. 

Hard-holder tries to stay relaxed 
while he is standing waiting for the 
range commands and the targets to 
come up. He keeps his mind on the 
sequence he will follow as he fires 
each shot. He also reminds himself 
several times of his own target 
number. 


When the targets come up, he sits 
down quickly although he never tries 
to rush. He takes a little longer on 
his first shot than many other shoot- 
ers because he wants to make sure 
his position is right. Hard-holder 
physically centers his hold on his 
target and then applies a one to one 
and one-half second trigger squeeze. 
He works the bolt to reload while 
the rifle is in recoil and brings his 
rifle back down on the target in such 
a way that he can recheck the target 
number on each shot. He times his 
firing cadence so that he finishes 
with four or five seconds to score. 
Most bolt rifle shooters including our 
hard-holder do not scope their group 
after the first two or first five shots 
because of the additional time it 
takes and because it is so rare that 
they will miss a sitting zero far 
enough to lose points. 

As soon as the sitting string is 
finished, hard-holder gets out of po- 
sition and moves his equipment off 
the line. There he waits for his 
target to be scored. When it comes 
up, he plots his group in his score-

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book, writes down what his correct 
zero was or should have been and 
then writes down what his change 
from standing to sitting was. 

The sequence hard-holder follows 
in firing the 300 yard rapid fire 
prone stage of the National Match 
Course is almost identical to that in 
sitting except that the additional 100 
yards of distance makes wind a much 
more important factor. In sitting it 
is possible to miss the wind by a 
minute and still get a clean target but 
at 300 yards the target is 100 yards 
further away and the wind effect 
more than proportionately greater. 

When he moves back to 300 yards, 
hard-holder starts to evaluate the 
wind more carefully. He likes to 
talk to other shooters to find out 
what they think the wind is worth. 
If he has a teammate or friend firing 
on a relay ahead of him, he will find 
out how much wind he used and 
where his group was. He regards 
no one opinion about the wind as 
infallible, but by putting this infor- 
mation from several shooters to- 
gether, he is able to get a pretty fair 
picture of how strong the wind is. 

When hard-holder is on the line 
in his preparation period, he is con- 
stantly checking his spotting scope, 
which he has focused at 150-200 
yards, to see what the mirage tells 
him about the wind. At 300 yards, 
the last thing he does before he rises 
is to check the mirage. If the wind 
is frequently changing, he will often 
stay down just a little longer to catch 
any change or will check his scope 
for a mirage shift as he is getting 
into position. 

With the extra 10 seconds in prone 
rapid fire, hard-holder has trained 
himself to take an extra second on 
each shot to perfect his hold a little 
more and squeeze the trigger a little 
smoother than in sitting. After he 
has finished this string, hard-holder 
again calculates what his correct zero 
and change were. He also figures out 
what the wind was actually worth 
because this information will help 
him figure out a wind setting for his 
first shot at 600 yards. 

When hard-holder gets ready to 
fire the 600 yard slow fire stage, he 
makes sure he has his long range 
ammunition ready. His handloads 
for 200 and 300 yards had 168 grain 
bullets driven by powder charges 2- 
4 grains below maximum. His long 
range ammo, on the other hand, has 
190 grain bullets pushed by the 
closest thing to a maximum charge 
he can get to shoot well in his rifle. 

When hard-holder’s relay is called 
to the 600 yard line, he once again 
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places each of his pieces of equip- 
ment in place. When he gets into the 
prone position, his sling is a notch 
longer than for rapid fire prone. He 
puts his scope just as close to his eye 
as possible so that he doesn’t have 
to move out of position to check the 
mirage when he is firing. He care- 
fully focuses his scope back away 
from the 600 yard targets so that he

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picks up the mirage at 300 and 400 
yards. At 600 yards about all he can 
see is the spotter. The scoring rings 
are out of focus and he can tell the 
value of the shot only by the value 
that is signaled, 

At 600 yards, as in offhand, hard- 
holder does not keep a shot-to-shot 
record in his scorebook. That would 
slow him down too much when he 
gets into a steady wind condition 
where he wants to fire as rapidly as 
possible. Just as he did at 300 yards, 
he tries to gather as much intelli- 
gence as possible about the wind 
before he starts. How strong is it? 
How much variation is there? How 
often does it change? Where should 
he focus his scope to see the most 
truthful mirage? Most of his 600 
yard three-minute preparation peri- 
od is spent studying the mirage and 
planning how he will combat the 
wind. Hard-holder knows that if his 
rifle and ammo are the equal of the 
others on the line, then the one thing 
that will make a difference at 600 
yards is how he works the wind. 

When the targets come up for the 
first shot, hard-holder may wait two 
or three minutes before firing to see 
what the wind is doing to other 
shooters. He often uses his sighters 
to test the effect of a couple of dif- 
ferent wind conditions that he has 
observed while he was preparing to 
fire. When he does start to fire, he 
is prepared to work quickly. When 
the shot is fired and the target goes 
into the pits, he reloads the rifle and 
puts it back on his shoulder so he 
will be ready to fire as soon as the 
target is back up. He quickly checks 
where the last shot was and makes 
a sight adjustment if needed. 


One of the things hard-holder is 
careful to do is to chcek the mirage 
just after he fires and just before he 
fires the next shot. If he takes too 
long to get a shot off, he will break 
his hold to recheck the mirage again. 
If he notices a flag changing or the 
feel of the wind on his face is differ- 
ent, he goes back to the scope. He 
also uses his scope to see where the 
shots of other shooters on each side 
are going. If several shooters have 
shots out in the same direction, he 
stops to recheck the wind again. If 
his shots are going in, hard-holder 
never likes to take too long to work 
on any shot because a delay gives 
the wind a chance to change again. 


As soon as the 600 yard prone stage 
is complete, hard-holder moves his 
gear off the line and again notes in 
his scorebook what his zero was as 
well as the change from 300 and the 
value of the wind. When he gets 


back to his car, he takes out his 
cleaning equipment and thoroughly 
scrubs out his barrel with a brass 
bristle brush and cleaning solvent. 
High power shooting is an accuracy 
game and keeping his rifle barrel 
clean is one necessary way to keep 
it performing as well as possible. 

As our hard-holder puts his gear 
back into the car, he thinks about 
his performance for that day. If he 
won the match or set a new record, 
he tries to think about why he did 
so well and how he can do it again. 
If he fired a poor score he wants to 
know why so that he can prevent 
those errors from keeping him out 
of the money again. But whether he 
won or lost, he still had a great day 
because he learned long ago that the 
value of recreational shooting is not 
just in winning but in facing a per- 
sonal challenge to do something well 
and in associating with a really great 
bunch of people.

PRECISION SHOOTING JUNE ’72 


Trouble 


In our quest for top accuracy in a 
rifle, we cannot overlook any of the 
major or minor items that bite into 
all the capability a rifle has. At 
times, a fine performing rifle can 
just stop giving us the small groups 
we have acquired in the past, or we 
may start working with a new rifle 
and are unable to get the small 
groups and accuracy we demand of 
our equipment. Let’s explore some 
of the areas we can investigate and/ 
or correct and improve rifle per- 
formance. 


First of all, we might discuss accu- 
racy. Each hunter or target shooter 
has his own degree of accuracy. The 
deer hunter of the northeast has one 
degree of accuracy, where a 100 yard 
shot is a long one. The plain hunt- 
er of Montana has a requirement for 
another degree of accuracy. But re- 
gardless of what form of shooting 
you are interested in — big bore, 
small bore, hunting or bench shoot- 
ing —there is nothing like a rifle 
that puts the bullet right where we 
want it. The following areas have 
been found to be important in ob- 
taining top rifle performance by a 
number of bench shooters over 
several decades. And it pays off. 
What was a world record a decade 
ago will, under good range con- 
ditions, have a hard time winning a 
bench match today. 


One of the first things we can 
trouble shoot before taking a hard 
look at the rifle is the scope and its 


mounting. This applies to the hunt-

ing scope as well as the target scope. 
The amount of accuracy lost by im- 
proper mounting of hunting scopes 
is graphically demonstrated each 
season. During preparation for the 
deer season, we remove and re- 
mount a dozen scopes each year and 
without exception that “shot out 
barrel” comes back to top accuracy. 
With a target scope, it becomes much 
more important. Scope blocks have 
to fit the receiver properly and be 
in good condition without chipped 
cups, a result of long use or too 
much torque during scope mounting 
onto the blocks. Screws must be 
tight with perfect threads in the re- 
ceiver. A loose scope, even just 
slightly loose, is simply unaccept- 
able. The parallax must be com- 
pletely removed for the range being 
fired. Just because all the parallax 
was removed last time out to the 
range is no proof that parallax hasn’t 
returned. A change in temperature 
can change the dimensions of the 
scope, making it longer or shorter 
optically, and parallax returns to 
some degree. 

Lenses have been known to be- 
come loose, even in a relatively new 
scope. It is, however, rare. If proper 
focus for individual eyes or parallax 
is difficult to remove and keep ad- 
justed, we have a clue that we might 
have a lens problem. If this is sus- 
pected, a trip back to the scope 
manufacturer is the best course of 
action. For this reason, it is best 
to stay with name brands where 


such service is assured.

The scope must return to the same 
point if a return spring is installed 
and used, and without rotation of 
the scope tube. If scope blocks are 
very far from alignment with the 
bore, cocked off in one direction or 
another, the scope mount rings, the 
front one usually, will be in a bind 
and prevent free movement. Some 
shooters simply remove the return 
spring and before sighting for the 
next shot, pull the scope back to 
battery position. 

We must have good basic equip- 
ment. We simply cannot expect top 
accuracy from just any ole barrel. 
From time to time we run across a 
standard factory barrel or a less ex- 
pensive barrel that shoots like every- 
thing. But that is the exception, not 
the rule. There’s no fooling our- 
selves. We need the best. The few 
dollars more we pay for a first class 
match barrel is more than offset by 
the cost of powder, bullets and pri- 
mer we expend trying to get a cheap 
barrel to shoot which may or may not 
work out. A match barrel, if every- 
thing is right, starts right out with 
the first group shooting in fine order. 
Usually, it’s just a matter of a slight 
change in powder load or bullet seat- 
ing to really bring it in. There is no 
problem getting a first class match 
barrel. Shilen (Shilen Rifles, 930 
N. Beltline, Irving, Texas 75060), 
Hart (Hart Rifle Barrels, Inc., La- 
Fayette, N. Y. 13084), Garrott (Ed 
Garrott-Day Co., 7544 E. 27th St., 
Tulsa, Okla. 74129), Dewey (J. Dew- 
ey Gun Co., Clinton Corners, N. Y. 
12514) are all first class barrel 
makers. There are others, but we 
list those we have used and shot. 
These people stand behind their pro- 
duct, and if you have trouble with 
a barrel, it will be made good. 


We can’t stand short on an action. 
We have a wide selection, some cus- 
tom made, such as Hart and Shilen. 
The Remington 600 and 700 series 
are widely used. Others, some im- 
ported such as Sako, that are de- 
signed for bench shooting. What we 
are looking for is an action that is 
straight, stiff and true. A good trig- 
ger is mandatory, and we want to 
take a hard look at that area when 


selecting an action. A short, quick 
firing pin fall is a basic requirement. 


Proper bedding is the one com- 
mon item that robs a rifle of excel-

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lent performance. There are still 
those people who contend that a 
barrel should make contact with the 
forearm of the stock. There are a 
number of reasons that this form 
of bedding is not the most desira- 
ble. Wood takes on and gives off 
moisture, so forearm pressure 
changes over a period of time. A 
tapered barrel gets longer and big- 
ger around as it heats up during 
firing, and forearm pressure changes, 
as does impact. To each his own. 
We are talking here about the bolt 
action rifle and rifles that have 
actions which permit the same kind 
of bedding procedures. We want 
our barrel free floating and include 
those barrels that are bedding out 
under and around the. barrel two 
inches or so forward of the front 
receiver ring of the action. This is 
done to prevent crushing of the bed- 
ding when the forward action screw 
is tightened down. 

Some wood just isn’t stable, and 
just will refuse to maintain perfect 
bedding. Such a stock makes a stock 
change mandatory. 

Bob Hart has given you an excel- 
lent procedure to follow to check 
out bedding on page 19 of Precision 
Shooting, April ’72. Read it care- 
fully. If we lack the required dial 
indicator which Bob’s procedure re- 
quires, another method that will give 
us a fair indication of how the bed- 
ding is while out at the range is to 
fold up a paper and push it under 
the barrel between the barrel and 
wood of the forearm tip. If it shoots 
better, but with some vertical dis- 
persion, bedding can be suspected 
as being a problem. We then re- 
bed the rifle and take it from there. 
This procedure is valid if we shoot 
several groups with and without the 
paper under the barrel, then com- 
pare groups. Good to excellent range 
conditions are required to obtain a 
good check. 

Trigger design on some actions af- 
fect vibration throughout the bolt 
area and can affect group size. A 
trigger, first of all, must not touch 
any wood or bedding or the trigger 
guard. Some trigger and/or sear de- 
sign results in excessive pressure be- 
ing applied on the bottom of the bolt 
or cocking piece assembly and will 
result in poor rifle performance. Ex- 
perience has shown that some actions 
because of this factor are not going 
to perform properly. This factor 
has been considered by the custom 
action maker and there are many 
actions available whose triggers seem 
to offer no problem in this depart- 


ment. 
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The bolt handle must be complete- 
ly free of any contact with wood. 
Holding the bolt to its full closed 
position to take up any sloppiness, 
at least several layers of paper the 
thickness of this page should pass 
around the bolt handle up under and 
to the action. Don’t be satisfied with 
any less clearance. It may look neat 
and all that, but should the stock be 
exposed to wet weather, a not un- 
common happening at a match, the 
wood can swell a noticeable amount. 
Contact of the bolt handle with wood 
and we are robbed of .100” plus per 
group, depending on the degree of 
contact. Ample clearance. removes 
that possibility. 

Improper firing pin length, either 
short or long, or improper fitting to 
the firing pin hole in the face of the 
bolt tends to rob some rifles of ac- 
curacy. This is best decided by a 
qualified gunsmith familiar with the 
bench shooting game. At times this 
can be easily corrected by a quali- 
fied gun mechanic. But if you don’t 
know what you are about, you may 
end up with troubles of a different 
kind: broken firing pin, misfires, 
hangfires, etc. This is an area where 
knowledge of required length, hard- 
ness and fit is a requirement. 

Another area that requires some 
qualification to correct is uneven 
locking lug engagement. We would 
like to have absolute uniform en- 
gagement of all locking lugs. Proper 
lapping accomplishes this and also 
normally makes the action smoother 
during opening and closing. We must 
consider headspace changes during 
lapping, however, so if we lack head- 
space gauges and lack the capability 
of checking headspace, we best leave 
this to the qualified gunsmith. When 
we lap the lugs of the bolt, we re- 
move metal. This removal can come 
at a surprisingly rapid rate, and head- 
space can become excessive which 
turns our bench rifle into a basket 
case. 

If a check of our brass indicates 
that there is a good possibility that 
the bolt face is cocked, this should 
be corrected. Often problems with 
extraction after a few reloads are 
good indicators that we might have a 
problem. This is not an uncommon 
fault as might be suspected. The 
custom action maker goes to great 
lengths to assure that the bolt face is 
exacly 90 degrees to the cored line 
of the bore. It is simple and inex- 
pensive to correct by a qualified gun- 
smith. Again, this is not an oper- 
ation for the kitchen gun mechanic 
and headspace is affected any time 


we remove metal from the forward 
end of the bolt. 

There have been indications that 
the action screws should not touch 
stock wood or bedding. These 
screws, in other words, should only 
make contact with the threads into 
the action and the head of the screw 
through the floor plate and trigger 
guard. 

We can check another area of bed- 
ding; the bottom of the recoil lug 
should not make contact with wood 
or bedding. Any upward pressure 
in his area will remove maximum 
contact of the action with bedding. 
This is normally the area where 
maximum downward pressure is be- 
ing applied by the front guard screw. 
Get good clearance in this area. If 
the recoil lug is tapered on the sides, 
some clearance should be obtained 
here too. Work carefully to prevent 
any removal of bedding between the 
rear of the recoil lug and bedding 
which is mandatory. 

Now let’s move up to the business 
end of our rifle. The crown of the 
muzzle should be as uniform as possi- 
ble in the first place. And its well- 
being should be protected like the 
family jewels. A custom barrel in- 
stallation includes great care in 
finish of the crown. If we have any 
damage here, it must be corrected. 
Inspection with a 10X glass or great- 
er power will show up any damage 
or lack of uniform departure points. 
Have a professional correct a bad 
crown. This area is as important as 
a perfect chamber. 

In coming to the close of this dis- 
cussion, one other factor concerning 
rifle performance should be injected. 
We all tend to assume that when 
groups aren’t what we would like 
and should be, we have a rifle, bullet, 
powder, primer or scope problem. 
The first thing we should suspect is 
that we have a shooter problem. 
Very often, a condition exists down 
range that we simply are not seeing 
or are unable to detect. A rifle should 
be tested, under this situation, under 
good to excellent conditions to assure 
that we didn’t experience shoulder 
mirage or that the 3rd screw on the 
butt stock was a bit tight. It’s kind 
of foolish to start pulling a perfectly 
good rifle apart that has no short- 
comings simply because our vanity 
prevents admission that we suffered 
some inability to detect range con- 
ditions. Best we go have another 
cold beer and think about it. Our 
equipment has come to a point now 
that the biggest problem we have is 
the ability of the competitor. Best 
we trouble shoot him first of all.

6x47 
LOOSE OR TIGHT HOLD, ETC. 


I am just a country boy who knows 
little about guns but loves to learn. 
I am a college student with a family 
so I have limited funds but recently 
I managed to acquire a 40XB-BR in 
6x47. I got it from a friend, Jim 
Baily, who had in turn bought it 
from some fellow in Michigan. 

Bench rest shooting is new to me 
but I find it quite exciting and so 
would like to learn a little more 
about it. My rifle S.N. 34932B as I 
was told was assembled by you. If 
this is so then you may be of some 
help if you will. 

I don’t know the original owner’s 
name but in a note to Jim he said he 
obtained best results with a tight 
hold. Now, everyone else has told 
me, “Don’t touch nothin’ but the 
trigger.” I need help ’cause I like 
to win. 

To describe my rifle further: it 
has a barrel of about 18%” (well 
under the standard 20”) and is ex- 
tremely stiff; it is also glass bedded 
and has a fine Remington 2 oz. trig- 
ger. Maybe if you don’t remember 
the rifle or have any dope on it you 
might still have a few suggestions. 

Also, what about scopes? I have 
been using a Lyman 20X but I plan 
to try a Weaver K10 at a match in 
Greenville March 23rd. At my last 
match (which was also my first) I 
had a problem with mirage. I 
thought that maybe a reduction in 
power of the scope might help though 
I had not planned such a drastic re- 
duction. What about it? 


Finally, what is this I hear about 
a new Remington 70 gr. match bullet 
for the 6x47? How good is it and 
how does it compare with the 70 gr. 
Detsch?

If your 40XB-BR has an 184” 
barrel it has been modified or re- 
barreled since it left the factory. 
Barrel length measurements are 
made from the folt face. A piece of 
3/16” wood dowel will aid in this 
procedure. 

The best bullets available at the 
present time are the Detsch 70 grain, 
65 grain, and 62 grain. The next best 
are Sierras 60 grain and Remington 
80 grain. Some 40XB-BR rifles will 
not handle the 80 grain. Detsch 
bullets of recent manufacture are 
smaller than earlier production and 
require a different loading system. 
The earlier bullets had a full ogive 
which could be seated against the 
lands of the throat. A load of 30 to 
30.5 grains of H380 gave very good 
results. With the recent bullets a 
faster powder such as 4198, RL7, 4895 
or Norma 203, is required and the 
bullets must be seated short of touch- 
ing. 

Remington has a new match bullet 
in .224, a 52-grain. It is getting rave 
reports from the shooters. The 6mm 
bullet will not be available until all 
orders for the 52-grain .224 can be 
filled. 

The new short Lyman 20X or the 
new Remington 20X-BR should give 
the best results on the average. A 
reduction in power will only reduce 
the psychological hazard. It will 
not reduce the deflection due to re- 
fractive movement of the target

picture. It would be best to practice 
enough in mirage so that you become 
proficient at estimating its effect. 
Most 6x47 rifles seem to shoot best 
with a loose hold, but I am sure this 
depends on the shooter, the load be- 
ing used, and maybe some other vari- 
ables which have not been assessed. 
—M.H.W.

I am a big bore competition shoot- 
er. Most of our matches around here 
are twice over the national match 
course. I shoot a .30/06. I use 168 
gr. Sierra or Hornady for the short 
range and throw all loads. For the 
500-600 I use 190-200 gr. bullets and 
measure all loads. All practice loads 
are thrown. 

Like most other shooters I am 
always looking for a better mouse- 
trap. I would welcome your com- 
ments on ball powder for my type 
of shooting. The reports on H380 
and H414 look good.

My experience with ball powder is 
limited to 748BR and H380. H380 
has been working extremely well in 
the .308 and under some circum- 
stances in the 6x47. The different 
lots of H380 are quite different in

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density. This does not seem to af- 
fect results in the .308, but does af- 
fect results in the 6x47. 

Loads in the .308-run from 43 
grains to 48 grains with the 168- 
grain Hollow Point Boat-Tail bullets. 
If clean burning is desired, pressures 
need to be relatively high. However, 
IMR powders, especially 4198 in the 
.222, are quite dirty. 

The ring in the throat story came 
from .22 Rim Fire shooters and has 
not been adequately substantiated. 
As far as I know it has not been re- 
ported in center fire calibers. 

My wife has a .222 light varmint 
rifle which has gone 3000 rounds 
mostly with 748. This is the average 
life of this caliber for competitive 
bench rest. It is now ready for re- 
chambering. So, ball powder does 
work satisfactorily for some of the 
bench rest shooters. 

Loads would need to come from 
the handbooks as no loads for the 
30-06 and ball powders have been 
reported to us. Sorry we can’t help 
you more. —M.H.W. 


WHY THE SHORT STOCK? 


I’ve shot about 600 rounds through 
my .222 40XB-BR mounted with a 
Unertl BV 20 using the usual Bench 
Rest equipment and powdering the 
bags so the rifle will slide easily and 
so far, if I use the normal bench rest 
position, the only thing that stops 
the rifle from coming back is when 
the scope hits my nose. 

I know you must have had some 
reason for making the stock so short 
so I did not add to it. I’ve tried get- 
ting behind the rifle as much as 
possible, even to using the extreme 
end of the eye relief, but that does 
not work either. What is the secret? 

I’m not very big and have short 
arms (32 sleeve) and used 13” stocks 
very nicely for rapid fire with bolt 
guns but this has me licked. 

Why the short stock? 

Had quite a bit of trouble with 
shrinkage in the stock; had to cut 
the front screw and a bit of the trig- 
ger. Evidently there was plenty of 
room under the barrel because it 
doesn’t seem to have affected the 
bedding. 

Should I lengthen the stock or is 
there another way?

If you mount your BV 20 in the 
proper position for use of full field, 
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but as far forward as possible, po- 
sition the rifle on the bags so that 
you can just relieve the pressure of 
your shoulder against the butt, only 
back off about 1/4” to 1/2”; then you 
should be able to shoot the 40XB- 
BR free without getting hit by the 
scope. With the .222 it is not really 
necessary to allow free recoil. You 
would probably find accuracy the 
same if you leave the butt lightly 
against your shoulder. Most shoot- 
ers find the 12” stock length on the 
10-1/2 lb. model gives a more com- 
fortable shooting position from the 
bench. It also gives a better balance 
on the bags with the short rifle. It 
also helps in meeting the 10-1/2 lb. 
limit. 

Many shooters are using the 40XB- 
BR in 6x47 allowing free recoil with- 
out difficulty. With the extra recoil 
of the 6x47 the danger of being hit 
by the scope should be greater, but 
there have been no complaints. 


If all else fails, remove the rubber 
butt plate and substitute a thick 
wood butt plate to increase length. 
If you are shooting in competition 
be careful that you do not go over 
about 10 lbs. 7 oz. total weight.

INTERNAL VOLUMES 
IN CARTRIDGE CASES 

My topic of inquiry this time con- 
cerns the internal volume of car- 
tridge cases. What method do you 
employ to determine the volume of 
cases? When segregating the cases 
into lots with equal volumes, what 
volume variation do you find accept- 
able? 

The method I use is to weigh the 
fired but still-primed case, then fill 
to the top of the neck with water 
and weigh again. By subtracting the 
former number from the latter, a 
weight of water held is determined 
and this amount marked on the out- 
side of the case with a felt-tip pen. 
Cases are then segregated into lots 
and I am wondering how much of a 
water-weight variation is acceptable 
—one tenth-of-a-grain, two-tenths or 
what? 

Any other tips you may care to 
include in your reply would be ap- 
preciated; i.e., do you mic the depth 
of the primer pockets, do you ream 
flash-holes and what length do you 
trim cases to? Thank you for your 
assistance in this matter and am still 
enjoying and looking forward to 
each issue of Precision Shooting.

Sorry, I can only give you hearsay 
information on case volume determi- 
nations as well as primer pocket 
depth measurements. These are 
things I have paid almost no at- 
tention. 

Case volume it would seem to me 
would pretty much depend on the 
weight of the case itself. One grain 
of 70-30 brass would occupy 4x10-5 
cu. in, This would be equal to ap- 
proximately 1x10-2 grains of smoke- 
less powder. You would find it diffi- 
cult to weigh powder to .01 grains. 
So, a good limit on case weight vari- 
ation might be as much as 5 grains. 
It is recommended that you use the 
same lot of brass from a single manu- 
facturer and forego the tedious task 
of weighing. 

You can eyeball the flash holes 
for size and misplacement with very 
good results. Just put the unprimed 
cases base up in your loading block 
and glance over the flash holes. It’s 
easy to pick out the ones that might 
give trouble. 

Primer pocket depth is a function 
of the punch length during the form- 
ing operation. It is seldom that you 
run across cases that vary in primer 
pocket depth. When it does happen 
you will be able to see the variation 
in flatness of the primer during the 
seating operation. When it happens, 
dispose of the cases to one of your 
enemies or return them to the facto- 
ry with a nasty letter. 

Case length is not usually some- 
thing we worry much about. The 
average factory brass will run from 
005” to .010” under maximum. Once 
fired brass will generally be on the 
maximum or sometimes slightly over. 
Up to .005” over maximum does no 
harm as chamber clearance at this 
point almost never runs less than 
015”. When cases get to .010” over 
maximum, a trim to .005” under is 
recommended. 

If you want some good functional 
things to check and worry about, 
suggest you check case wall vari- 
ation at the mouth. Most bench rest 
shooters try to hold their compe- 
tition cases to .001” maximum differ- 
ence. Bullet alignment with the case 
body should not go more than .004” 
TIR (total indicator reading) and 
.002” is better. Good eyes can see 
.002” when loaded round is rolled on 
a flat plate. Bullets are probably 
the most important single item in 
obtaining bench rest accuracy. How- 
ever, the best way to check them is 
to shoot them. Unless you make 
your own, none of the presently used 
methods of checking are infallible.

While stars and superstars of as- 
sorted strata of the entertainment 
media are being lavishly acclaimed 
and awarded Oscars and Emmys 
with much razzle-dazzle .. . it seems 
appropriate that we toss kudos to a 
young superstar among our ranks 
who has calmly, but deliberately, 
risen to the top with astounding 
rapidity. 

Still considered a rare achievement 
for a lady or a junior to win an 
Open Regional Championship, MARY 
STIDWORTHY falls into both cate- 
gories and, at 15, is certainly one of 
the youngest Regional Champions. . . 
Audrey Richards could possibly have 
been younger when she won the 
Southeastern Regional in the late 
1940’s (I seem to recall that she was 
13). ... The late Elinor Bell won a 
tough Regional in 1951 at the old 
South Mountain range in Phoenix, de- 
feating the late William P. Schweit- 
zer, and becoming the second femi- 
nine Regional Champion. 

It was in that area... at the com- 
paratively new Mesa (Arizona) Gun 
Club range ... that Mary Stidworthy 
surged ahead of National Smallbore 
Prone Champion John Comley in the 
final iron sight match to take the 
Metallic Aggregate 1593-106X to 1590- 
85X. 

Traveling from Rochester, N. Y. 
Comley was delayed several hours 
at O’Hare Airport by a snow storm 
and was late arriving. Quickly accli- 
mating to the 90-degree and above 
temperatures, John Comley took the 
Dewar — 399-24X over Expert Bob 
Holtzman’s 399-23X and Creed Page’s 
398-26X. At 100-yds, it was Comley 
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in the lead, 398-21X, with Mary Stid- 
worthy easing up into the second 
Master slot — 397-21X. Howard Sni- 
der, of Phoenix, had 397-24X for Hi 
Expert. .. . Comley cleaned the 50- 
yd, 400-27X, while Mary’s 399-23X 
was second Master. Snider’s 400-26X 
led the Experts. .. . Comley ran out 
of steam at 50-meters and dumped 7 
points. It was then that Mary Stid- 
worthy seized her opportunity and, 
performing like. a thoroughbred, 
came through with a decisive 400-32X 
victory . . . with its ramifications. 
Closest to her was her dad, the 
National Civilian Champion, with a 
396-25X. And, I’m sure that George 
has never been happier to be #2! 

Following Mary and Comley in the 
Iron Aggregate were Snider (Ex- 
pert) - 1586-92X, Debbie Hicks - 1586- 
85X, and George Stidworthy - 1585- 
96X. 

As conditions became trickier on 
the scope day, “1600 King” Stidwor- 
thy staged a shut-out . . . taking the 
four individual matches and the Any 
Sight Aggregate. But, not with a 
1600 possible! That must be con- 
sidered one of the “impossibles” 
which Frank Kahrs. used to write 
about in The Rifleman. 

Mary maintained her cool like a 
veteran ... even in the desert heat 
sans firing line cover... as she and 
Comley paced each other match for 
match, They each lost 3 points —1 
at 100-yds and 2 at 50-meters — but, 
in the process, Mary increased her 
lead by 3X’s.... George was so very 
proud, and rightfully so. He de- 
clared, “I didn’t help her with the 
wind one bit between matches, but 


I did try to help her with the mental 
preparation I wish I could have had 
30 years ago”. . . . Getting off the 
line, she said, “Boy, that’s work!” 
The exposure to the heat undoubted- 
ly made it more so... for all of the 
competitors, who hope that Mesa 
may soon cover its firing line. 
George pulled another 400-40X out 
of his bag of tricks in the Dewar. 
Debbie Hicks trailed — 400-34X, then 
Mary’s 400-32X, Creed Page’s 400- 
28X and Comley’s 400-27X. .. . Stid- 
worthy’s winning score at 100-yds 
was 400-32X. Expert Thomas L. 
Freestone, of Morenci, Ariz., had the 
only other clean score, a 400-17X. 
Mary and Comley were tied at 399- 


31X. . . . George’s 400-39X took the 
50-yd, followed by Mary’s 400-34X 
and Comley’s 400-31X. . . . The 50- 


meter told the story (as so often is 
the case). George leaked one out on 
the last stage for a 399-35X; Mary 
was second and Comley, third, with 
398-31X and 398-26X, respectively. It 
was a good fight! 

Stidworthy’s Any Sight Aggregate 
was 1599-146X, and this time Mary 
was #2, edging Comley — 1597-128X 
to 1597-114X. Debbie Hicks scored 
1595-122X; Creed Page, 1595-104X, 
and Marine reservist Andrew Giles, 
Elyria, Ohio, 1595-103X. 

MARY STIDWORTHY’s sensation- 
al shooting culminated in a 3190-234X 
Regional Grand Aggregate. National 
Champion Comley had a creditable 
3187-200X for runner-up spot, as the 
3rd-ranking shooter in the nation 
came in third. George Stidworthy 
totaled 3183-242X. And, the winner

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of the Arizona circuit Super Grand 
Championship, Debbie Hicks, of 
Flagstaff, placed 4th, her 3181-207X 
giving her the Regional Ladies 
Championship. 

Competitors were few, due to an- 
other instance of poor planning and 
lack of communication, Regional 
tournaments in the same _ general 
area must be staggered in the best 
interests of the shooting game. Cali- 
fornia competitors, who would other- 
wise have competed in Mesa, were 
at the Fresno Regional on April 9- 
10. Members of the USMCR Team 
were largely responsible for the suc- 
cess of the Mesa Regional. Other- 
wise, it would have been an _all- 
Arizona show, except for our good 
friend, Creed Page, from Grand 
Junction, Colorado. 

* * * 

At the Cartuchos de Oro range in 
Tucson two weeks earlier, Arizona’s 
two most pulchritudinous shooters 
were in a fight (friendly, that is) to 
the finish. From the first iron sight 
match, they were combatants for the 
first place against some “pretty fair” 
shooters from Calif., Ariz., Texas, 
and Colorado. The Iron Aggregate 
showed Debbie a point and several 
X’s up on Mary. 


They see-sawed all day Sunday 
with scope ... Mary picking up X’s, 
but neither one making very much 
progress on the other. Going into 
the final match, they were tied on 
points and were very close on X’s. 
Mary lost a point in the first stage, 
giving Debbie a 1-point lead with 
perhaps an X or so. On the last stage, 
Debbie dropped a point while Mary 
produced a beautiful 19X possible. . . 
The Grand Aggregate went to Mary 
Stidworthy by an X for her outstand- 
ing 3194-257X over Debbie Hicks’ 
3194-257X. You can’t get much closer 
than that! 


Meanwhile, “1600 King” Stidwor- 
thy was making a clean sweep of the 
scope matches, adding 1600 #71 to 
his string of possibles.

The rougher it is, the better he 
likes it. At least, that’s the way it 
was when former National Bench- 
rest Champion ROBERT W. SMITH 
outwitted some of the most treacher- 
ous conditions with which his home 
range at Dallas’ Trinity Rifle Club 
has been plagued in several years. 
It was on the occasion of the 46th 
Annual Southwestern, April 15-16, 
and that was a propitious time for 
Bob Smith to star... . Visiting digni- 
taries included Herb Hollister, who 
actually attends on a somewhat regu- 
lar basis (he enjoys Southern hospi- 
tality), and fellow Colorodan, Joe 
Farmer of Broomfield; J. A. Moro- 
ney, Walt Womack, and Al Badeaux, 
former NRA President, from Louisi- 


ana; in addition to the strong Texas 
contingent. 

Winds reached 25 mph in velocity, 
coming in from every direction dur- 
ing the course of the tournament, 
with rapid switches. 

Quincy Sutton, an Expert from 
Garland, Tex., took the 50-yd iron— 
400-35X, Creedmooring Joe Farmer, 
and followed by Hollister’s 400-33X, 
who Creedmoored Bob Smith... . 
The 50-meter iron went to Bob Smith 
for a 400-35X, followed by Richard 
M. Dersham, Secretary of the Trinity 
Rifle Club, scoring 400-34X. ... Der- 
sham’s 399-29X led Int’] Prone Team 
member E, P. “Pat” O’Neal’s 399-24X 
at 100-yds iron, the first match on 
Sunday. . . . David Ross, III, 1970 
National Smallbore Prone Champion, 
claimed the Dewar iron with a 399- 
29X, 2 points and 5X’s ahead of Bob 
Findley, El Paso, and Bob Smith, 
who had identical scores. 

As is the custom on some of the 
Texas ranges, the course of fire was 
half and half — that is, two iron and 
two scope matches each day in that 
order. It has its pros and cons. 

In the Metallic Aggregate, it was 
Bob Smith - 1595-122X, Bob Find- 
ley - 1594-116X, Dave Ross - 1593- 
115X, Dersham - 1593-112X, O’Neal- 
1592-110X. 

With scope ... Bob Findley’s 400- 
37X was good in the Dewar over 
Inez Sargent’s 400-34X and Joe Far- 
mer’s 400-33X. . . . 100-yd conditions 
were not conducive to perfect scores 
when Dave Ross’s 399-29X was high, 
trailed by Bob Smith’s 399-27X and 
Expert Al Badeaux’s 399-26X. ... 
The 50-meter went to Dick Dersham 
for a 400-35X. Ross had 400-34X. ... 
Herb Hollister attuned his cadence 
to the 50-yd drifts for a 400-38X 
win, leading Dersham’s 400-36X and 
O’Neal’s 400-35X. 

Any Sight Aggregate winner was 
one of the mainstays of the U.S. 
English Match Team at the 1971 Pan- 
Am Games — Dave Ross, scoring 
1598-119X. But, it wasn’t easy! He 
won only by a Creedmoor over Bob 
Smith. Joe Farmer was second 
Master — 1597-125X, with Dersham 
1 X behind. 


The Sunday Aggregate was also 
close pointwise, with Bob Smith’s 
1594-118X out in front by 2 X’s over 
a 1594-116X by Dersham and a 1594- 
115X by Ross. 


It is great that Bob Smith has over- 
come the problems which he used to 
experience with irons. Although, it 
really wasn’t very neighborly of him 
to romp roughshod over his guests 
the way he did!. .. . There was no 
way that Dave Ross could catch him 
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after Smith took a 2-point lead with 
irons. 

So, in the final analysis, it was 
BOB SMITH, 3193-241X to 3191-234X 
for Dave Ross. . . . Dick Dersham, 
who is making big waves, came in 
third scoring 3190-236X. Keep an 
eye on him!. .. . As scores are the 
best barometer of conditions, you 
can guess what they were like. Joe 
Farmer was 4th - 3189-230X, followed 
by Bob Findley - 3187-245X, Pat 
O’Neal - 3186-232X, Moroney - 3184- 
224X, Hollister - 3184-219X, and Inez 
Sargent, High Lady - 3182-226X.... 
High Expert was John Chapman, of 
Ft. Worth - 3181-221X, and High 
Junior was Charles T. Davis, of 
Dallas, Debbie Whitaker’s young 
brother, scoring 3156-161X. 

The 2-man team match went to 
Inez Sargent and Herb Hollister, 
compiling a 798-55X. Runners-up 
were Smith and Findley with 797- 
52x. 

In the ISU Half Course, Sue Ann 
Sandusky of Texas Christian Uni- 
versity had the winning 565-17X, 
while the University of Houston’s 
feminine start, Seonaid Legge, fired 
556-12X for Hi Expert — the second 
ranking score.

The famed Metropolitan Rifle 
League’s 100-yard spring tournament 
always attracts the big names from 
the N.Y. City and New Jersey area 
to the Brooklyn Armory, 

Visiting with long-time friends 
there is one of the highlights in the 
life of well-known barrel-maker Eric 
Johnson, now retired. Eric’s injured 
knee has healed and he was suf- 
ficiently recovered from a bout with 
flu to drive down with his son Carl 
from Wallingford, Conn. (where he 
resides at the Masonic Home). Eric 
Johnson will be 86 on September 13, 
and is proud of not having previous- 
ly been sick a day in his life. 

Shooting with any sights on the re- 
duced target—: 1 3/4” 10-ring, 7/8” 
X-ring — Frank Boyd, Dover, N. J., 
dropped but 3Xs in 80 shots. It was 
clearly Boyd’s day. Teaming up with 
Joe Barnes, Boyd produced a near- 
perfect 400-39X, to which Barnes 
added a 400-32X, giving the two 
Critchfield 3200 Club members a win- 
ning 800-71X. . . . Other top 2-man 
scores were those of: L. Aronsohn 
and Carl Johnson - 799-60X; Irwin 
and Sam Tekulsky - 799-55X; Harry 
Stone and Ransford Triggs - 798-62X. 


In the 40-shot individual match, 
Frank Boyd’s 400-38X was most close- 
ly approached by a 400-34X fired by 
Carl Johnson. The only other 400’s 
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were Aronsohn’s 400-29X and Sam 
Tekulsky’s 400-24X. 

FRANK BOYD’s 800-77X aggregate 
was a new Metropolitan Rifle League 
record for the reduced target... . It 
is often more difficult to concentrate 
only on holding and squeezing (or 
however one’s let-off is described) 
in an indoor match, where there are 
no conditions, than to shoot out- 
doors where the hold and let-off are 
mechanical and the interest is con- 
centrated on doping conditions. ... 
Consider that there were but two 
800 possibles: Aronsohn’s 59X ac- 
counting for the second (one). Irwin 
Tekulsky, Carl Johnson, A. Rosen- 
blatt, and B. Lilienthal each dropped 
a point with 65X, 64X, 58X and 51X, 
respectively. Harry Stone and Joe 
Barnes each had 798-62X, and I. Roth- 
leder, a 798-54X. 

It was an excellent warm-up for 
the outdoor season. 

* * * 

Shooters react in various manners 
to a sub-normal performance. For 
Army Major Lones W. Wigger, Jr., 
it is the impetus which he needs, 
periodically, to really bear down. It 
is an accepted fact that no one can 
peak at every tournament. Shuffling 
the winners’ tallies adds suspense 
and interest to our sport... . After 
his disappointing shooting at the 
Western Wildcats 6400, we could 
have predicted that “Wig” was due 
for something spectacular. 

It was the following week at 
Winter-Haven’s 16th Annual Silver 
Dollar Round-Up on, what I call the 
“3200 Range” that Wigger regained 
his finesse. Perhaps he remembered 
that it was there that Bill Krilling 
fired the very first Critchfield 3200 
in 1965 (shooting the irons last)... . 
Major Presley W. Kendall, who is 
doing such a terrific job with Ft. Mc- 
Pherson, Georgia’s ROTC program 
in the southeast, upset Wigger in the 
Metallic Aggregate by an X with his 
very fine 1600-142X, equalling his 
own National Service Record. ... 
Wigger duplicated his 1600-141X with 
scope, while Pres lost a point at 50- 
meters which just plugged out... . 
WIGGER, therefore—who had al- 
ready made history at the only 
Critchfield 3200 Member with more 
than one Critchfield 3200 to his 
credit — made it 3200 #4 to really 
create a lasting impression. After 
Krilling and Joe Barnes, Wigger pro- 
duced the third 3200. His fourth 
3200 possible constitutes the 20th 
Critchfield Course 3200 by one of the 
17 shooters attaining such heights! 

Wigger’s winning Aggregate was 
3200-282X. . . . Pres Kendall scored 


3199-279X for runner-up spot... . 
Lt Robert Mitchell, USAMTU, posted 
a 3198-258X for third. ... Tricia Fos- 
ter, National Metallic Sight Champi- 
on, had a 3195-248X for High Lady 
honors. 

In the 2-man Dewar iron, Kendall
